Connaught, son of the governor-gen- 
eral of Canada and Prlncesi Alexan- 
dria, Duchess of Fife, eldest daughter 
of the widow Princess Royal Lulse, 
were married today In the ancient 
chapel of St. James-palace, where both 
of them had been bapllred.

Situation Today Regarded as Drifting 


Toward a Crisis—Diplomats Discuss 
Huerta's Dictatorship 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 15.—The Mexi- 


can situation today was regarded by 
officials here as drifting toward 
a 


crisis, with the United States awaiting 
Huerta's next move. 
Tho command- 


ing feature was the action of the 
Spanish minister In Mexico calling: a 
diplomats' meeting to discuss Huerta's 
announcement of a practical dictator- 
ship. Administration otSclals and dip- 
lomatists attach deep significance to 
that. 
. 
* 


This development attracted great at- 


tention because of the Spanish min- 
ister's friendship for Henry Lane Wil- 
son, 
the former ambassador of tho 


United States to Mexico and because 
the Spanish minister never has sup- 
ported the policy of the United States. 


President Wilson discussed the sit- 


uation with Secretary Bryan and sev- 
eral senators and later the foreign re- 
lations committee of the senate held 
a meeting behind closed doors. It was 
a regular meeting, however, and the 
session of the senators was not called 
by developments. 


Chairman Bacon of tho committee 


after a talk with the president, ex- 


pressed the view that even had the 
United States recognized Huerta, his 
assumption of the role 
or 
dictator 


would, in his opinion, have been suf- 
ficient cause for a withdrawal of recog- 
nition. 
There are no precedents for 


withdrawing recognition once extend- 
ed, hut diplomatists pointed out that 
such an effect might be substantially 
accomplished by.-withdrawing an am- 
bassador. 


Plans for keeping an American naval 


force In Mexican waters commanded 
almost equal attention, especially In 
view of the strained situation follow- 
ing so closely Huerta's announcement 
that his government permission for the 
presence, of American 
men 
of 
war 


would not be renewed this month and 
the announcement of this government's 
intention to accomplish Its end with- 
out conflicting with the laws of Mexico 
by changing the details of ships. 


It was made plain that the Washing- 


ton government was 
determined 
to 


have a naval representation ready for 
any eventuality and some observers 
thought the next step toward a culmin- 
ation of the situation might be forced 
over that point

In a stale board of health bulletin, 


just issued, there, Is a rather interest- 
ing artide by Wm. C. -Hanson, M. D, 
on tho corelation of the work of schocj) 
physicians and local and slate health 
officials. 


Dr. Hanson says that 
In 
recent 


years the educational authorities have 
come to realize the close Interrelation 
between ' the physical and mental de- 
velopment of the child, to the extent 
that they now consider it to bo the! 
duty to look after both. 


Tho article In question reads, In 


pan. as follows: 


In a Massachusetts city with a pop- 


ulation of about 101.000. Including 
school population 
of 
about 
1S.OOO. 


there are six school physicians in the 
employ. of. the board of 
health. 
Two 


nurses are 
also 
employed 
by 
the 


board to follow Into the homes many 
of the children with defects or diseas- 
es discovered by'tho physicians. Each 
physician and nurse does practically 
as he or she pleases, visits ihe school- 
houses and the homes of the pupils, 
and submits his or her report at irreg- 
ular intervals to the board of health. 
The 'board lias issued no printed or 
written Instructions for the guidance 
of cither physicians or nurses. One 
physician, for example, may arid does 
take a'great deal of interest In his 
work, the interest carrying him along 
In it,' 'even for the small salary 'of 
S200 per year, so that ho docs for the 
city far. more than he Is paid' for 
doing; 
whereas 
Smother 
physician 


does his work In 33 Irreeular fashion, 
taking little intcrSt In it, partly be- 


come from work of this sort if well 
done, and, consequently, lack of.mon- 


to standardize and put the work 


on a practical basis.

Avery A. Thresher, Charged With

WASHINGTON,'Oct 15-—The Mexi- 


can situation today was regarded by 
officials hers as drifting toward 
a 


crisis, with the United States awaiting 
Huerta,'s next move. 
The command- 


ing feature was the action of the 
Spanish minister In Mexico calling a 
diplomats' meeting to discuss Huerta'5 
announcement of a practical dictator- 
ship. Administration officials and dip- 
lomatists attach deep algnlficance to 
that. 


This development attracted great at- 


tention because of the Spanish min- 
ister's friendship /or Henry Lane .Wil- 
son, the 
former ambassador of the 


United States to Mexico and because 
the Spanish minister never has sup- 
ported the policy Of the-United States. 


President Wilson :dlscussed the sit- 


uation with Secretary Bryan and sev- 
eral senators and later, the foreign re- 
lations committee' ot the senate held 
iv meeting behind closed doors. It was 
a regular meeting-, however, and the 
session of the senators was not called 
by developments. - 


Chairman Bacon of the commitlea 


after a talk with- the president, ex- 


pressed tha view that _ even had

United States recognized Huerta. his 
assumption of the role

would, In his opinion, have been suf- 
ficient cause for a withdrawal of recog- 
nition.
